hit me I had made the test on 20 mtrs where I spend 95% of my time but if they have RFI 
tonight, it must be when I'm on 80 twice a week, That was it, 80 mtr RFI. Knowing zero 
about VCRs, I called Sharp at 201-265-5600 who shipped a Drake 300 Ohm filter, Not much 
help, Another call to Sharp and guess what freq the heads sweeps at? 3.4 to 4.4 Mhz..... 
They did inform me the head had a shteldbut couldn't be grounded directly, The 
neighbor gave me permission to open the VCR to look around while he looked on, The AC 
cord is only 2 conductor, the top and bottom of the case is metal but they are not conn- 
ected, the Drake filter has 3 constant T coils with a center tap on each one. The taps 
are bonded to the circuit board but no way to put a ground onsmetal case or board, You 
can open the case and attach a #18 to the common point on the circuit board with a 
soldering iron, This was part of the cure... Bond the 300 ohm line filter to the rear 
of the VCR case, A coax braid placed under any case screw to bond the top to the bottom 
and leave a long loose run that will reach the AC outlet, I soldered the braid to the 
AC ground, did a fast job with my knife on the panel to allow the AC cover to be put 
back on and no more RFI.When I informed Sharp of the cure,they said most units op fig OS
